FroB  2 through  5 February  in  Gorkiy  passed  the  inter- republican 

scientific  conference  of  the  Gorkiy  sopar  at  ion/sect  ion  of  the  society 

of  the  psychologists.  Besides  scientific  workers  of  Gorkiy,  in  it 

took  part  the  instructors  of  the  pedagogical  institutes  of  other 

cities,  the  psychologists,  the  representatives  cf  philosophy,

Reports  were  dedicated  to  three  coaplex  problens:  1)  to

At  th*»  first  plenary  aeeting  of  the  conference  with  theoretical

psychology  of  Gorkiy  pedagogical  institute  H.  A.  Zolotarev.  The 
lecturer  paid  attention  to  some  aspects  of  dialectical

vocal  reinforcement. 

To  evaluate  the  functional  state  of  the  cerebral  cortex  of  brain 
the  institute  (N.  1.  Kozin  and  A.  V.  Atol  ensk  ay  a)  developed 
special  scale  of  the  t ea in  of  phases.  The  ref  o ronoo  number  of  the 
phases  in  this  scale  characterizes  ^ the  level  of  the  balance 
of  the  basic  wruofe-  processes.  The  scale  was  utilized  in  institute  as 
reference  point  for  determining  the  functional  state  of  cortex  in  ^he- 
sick  children.  At  present  investigation  is  conducted  for  the  purpose 
of  the  conoumpt iaw/pf od  uotion/generation  of  quantitative  criteria  to 
evaluate  the  functional  state  of  the  cerebral  ccrtex  in  4h-e-  virtually 
g«m»d/hea  1 1 h y children  in  age  from  R -erf  up  to  15  years.  In  report  of
